HISTORY OF OGBONISM 


We begin this with a simple question, what in the hells name is Ogbonisim, 
or, what is Ogboni, it is indeed simple, Ogboni which originated from the Yoruba 
people of Nigeria was initially the traditional Ogboni society was part of the 
checks and balances system of the Yoruba kingdoms. They were kingmakers 
and disposed of both a religious as well as a judicial function. They had also the 
power to dethrone the Oba (the king) and could order him to kill himself (or would 
give him poison) This was the vintage Ogboni reserved solely for the Yoruba 
elders of Nigeria, though they are every country on earth, primarily this was the 
Ogboni stood for, it has so far metamorphosed and we shall discuss this in this 
later on. The Ogboni is similar to the Freemasons but with a powerful twist, all of 
which as aforementioned would be discussed in this book. I have an aversion for 


convolutions thus throughout this book I would be giving you precisely what you 
need to know, keep it short, and not dilly-dally, so let us begin. 


TYPES OF OGBONI 


There are at least 13 types of Ogboni, and for the avoidance of prejudice I 
would not be naming them due to some controversial things I would explain in 
this book, there are diverse forms of Ogbonism, or Ogboni, the most popular 
being the Reformed Ogboni Fraternity known predominantly as the ROF, 
which this book is predominantly about as they are the most prosperous, the 
most notable, the most influential and the most powerful form of Ogboni occult 
sect in Nigeria. 


In Freemasonry, a super-majority of the American elite and presidents are 
members or have been members, in the same manner, a super-majority of the 
Nigerian elite are members and at least 80% of Nigerian presidents and 
governors are members, examples include;

The History of the ROF cannot be satisfactorily relayed without the profound 
mention of the Church and the Christianity. This noble order was founded by a 
Reverend Gentleman, Arch-Deacon TAJ Ogunbiyi, CBE, L.Th, etc, well educated

. Nigeria. On his shoulder and a few of his colleagues rested the initial responsibility 
of sustaining and spreading Christianity amidst African Traditional Religion, which 
was very strong then.

The British Fraternity became very fashionable among our people, such that 
everyone at that time wanted to belong to the Freemasonry or the Lodge.

Sir. A pa Alakija This was the genesis of the thought to visit the ancient Fraternity of the Ogboni. Sir Adetokunbo Ademola 
Ogboni is as old as the Yoruba race, OA. MA KBE, OR COON, PG COR 
WHAT IS ROF: In attending to this realization, the Reverend gentleman took an understudy of all the Fraternities known to man, far and wide, 
Nigeria, England, Scotland and Egypt. He made a perfect blend with a high recognition of Christianity principle, drawing a corollary between 
Christian and tslam in terms of Origin. Thus, ROF was patterned along the Ogboni as an institution in Yoruba land. 
The Ogbonis at that time wherever they operated were in charge of governance, they didn't tolerate nonsense, they wanted people to behave 
Straight forwardly, they didn't condone thuggery, theft and other vices. The Fraternity teaches charity and chastity. It endeavours to make a 
good man a better man, a good Christian a better Christian and a good Muslim a better Muslim. 
All its rules are based on the Golden Rule of “Love your neighbor as you love yourself.” “Do unto others as you would like them to do unto you.” 


POST FORMATION EXPERIENCE 


Having formed the ROF, the converted Christians had comfort in relating to Christianity, just as the members of the foreign fraternities, It must 
be made fairty clear that the roles of the Freemasonry in building the Churches in the early times were profound. Similarly, the Ogbonis were 
in effect in charge of the control of the communities. The pre and post Independent Nigeria experienced high influence of the membership of 
the Rof. The ROF, without mincing words, was famous with men and women of high social influence, to the extent that the founder was one 
the earliest elites of Yoruba dissent, while Sir Adeyemi Alakija, CBE, BL, one of the very earliest lawyers, was the first Olori Oluwo. The first 
indigenous Chief Justice of Nigeria, Sir Adetokunbo Ademola, 

GCFR, was the second Olori Oluwo. 


Invariably the ROF became a legal entity, duly registered by the laws of the Federation of Nigeria, even during the colonial rule in 1943; with 
offices widely publicized with sign posts all around Nigeria. 


ROF AND CHRISTAINITY: 


The Christendom appreciated the ROF to the extent that Bishop Vining, the Arch Bishop of West Africa was a member, who said 
publicity “that there was nothing wrong in the practice of the ROF.” Today, he ROF is 100 years old. It has upheld strongly its tenets 
and philosophies of practicing faiths without outright abhorherence to the Native Customs and Symbols. It has taught the simple 
morality of making man better in the understanding of his faith. 

For 100 years, the ROF has kept faith with people of Nigeria, appreciating the religious faith while embracing the African Culture.

THE DANGERS OF THE DIFFERENT TYPES OF 
OGBONI 


Earlier in this book I mentioned that they were diverse forms of Ogboni and 
I refused to name them due to what I find very controversial, there are at least 13 
types of Ogboni societies, just as the Rosicrucians have FUDOSI CLUB, 
MARTINISM, AND THE FUDOSFI CLUB, don’t confuse FUDOSI AND 
FUDOSFTI, as there aren’t the same organization but I lest I digress, there are 
indeed multiple Ogboni societies and yes they are not as liberal or financially 
successful as The Reformed Ogboni Fraternity and honestly you have no business 
interacting with them, an example is, unlike The Reformed Ogboni Fraternity 
which are liberal, although if you search in your city there is definitely an Ogboni 
lodge near you but if it isn’t the Reformed Ogboni Fraternity you are better off not 
even approaching them, you see, there are some Ogboni Fraternities that are 
reserved for just Nigerians, even so, since the Ogboni lodge is a Yoruba occult 
organization, I shall explain why they are an occult group later, although they refer 
to themselves as a social club, as a member I can tell you that they are anything but 
a social club, forgive the digression, In Nigeria, there are three main tribes, Hausa, 
Igbos and Yoruba. Now even for Nigerians who are Igbo or Hausa, some Ogboni 
tribes are dangerous for them to approach, and although the Ogboni group is a 
Yoruba Occultic organization it is even dangerous to some Yoruba people who are 
not from a town called Egba, As the Egba people of Yoruba land have their own 
form Ogbonism practiced which largely differs from all known types of Ogbonism. 


Do you see why I say it is best to stay clear of some Ogboni groups who aren’t the 
Reformed Ogboni Fraternity? It is extremely dangerous for even indigenes, It is 
not for fun that the most liberal non-threatening form of Ogboni has the prefix 
“Reformed” Indeed you should be scared of most Ogboni groups, in fact, there are 
some Ogboni fraternities that engage in the practice of human sacrifice till this 
very day, and some Ogboni fraternities practice witchcraft, typically found in the 
heart of Nigeria, whilst they can use their arcane knowledge to prosper themselves, 
they do not want that, rather they prefer to inflict incurable diseases, poverty on 
their fellow tribesmen, kill, destroy and use their arcane knowledge to utterly 
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destroy others, you would be wise to stay clear from those type of Ogboni groups, 
but as aforementioned I would not be calling any specific group. 


ORIGIN OF THE REFORMED OGBONI FRATERNITY 


The Reformed Ogboni Fraternity, which is the most liberal, influential, 
powerful and the most popular form of Ogbonism is not without scandal it was 
described by the best-selling author of Occult Grandmaster Now in Christ authored 
by the best-selling author named [yke Nathan Uzorma as a dangerous organization 
that practices Rajo withcraft, however this was never established to be truth nor did 
the author expatiate on what this meant. The supreme leader of the Reformed 
Ogboni Fraternity, Francis Meshioye debunked this and stated that there was 
nothing sinister about the organization. 


It is salient to note that the Reformed Ogboni Fraternity was founded in 
1914 by a Christian and not just a mere church goer, it was founded by an 
Anglican priest named cleric 7.A.J. Ogunbiyi in-fact the original name was "Egbe 
Ogboni Onigbagbo" which could be translated to mean, Ogboni Fraternity of the 
Christians. It was a secret society for Christians only!

The Irony is although it was reserved for Christians only, there were 
practices within the lodge that were contrary to the doctrines of Christianity! For 
example, the Christian bible in Exodus 20:4 expressly states “You shall not make 
for yourself a carved image, or any likeness of anything that is in heaven above, 
or that is in the earth beneath, or that is in the water under the earth’’ but in the 
Reformed Ogboni Fraternity God is not worshipped through Jesus Christ but they 
worship Edan 


EDAN 


I largely remain oblivious as to why this transpired, or what made a cleric form a 
Christian cult but rather than worship Jesus Christ, he chose to worship Edan, The 
prime deity of all Reformed Ogboni Fraternity lodges. My thinking is he has an 
imperative reason for doing so, may I remind you of King Solomon who was the 
wisest of men and a friend of God, towards the end of his life he abandoned God 
and worshiped carved man-made gods, see 1 Kings 11:4-9 for reference sake. 


However, the beauty of the Reformed Ogboni Fraternity is that you are not forced 
to bow or worship any image if you do not want to, at this juncture it is important 
to state that although the Edan is the deity of the Reformed Ogboni Fraternity, it 1s 
not their God, it is merely a contact point between the lodge and God. In any 
Ogboni lodge, God is revered as most high, and the Edan is merely viewed as a 
contact point, having said some members bow to it as well as worship the earth, 
which again is contrary to the Christian bible, but I would reiterate that if you do 
not want to bow it and proclaim Jesus Christ as your only God you would bow to, 


it is largely moot as by virtue of membership you immediately have immense 
opulence and spiritual powers, in the same manner as Sri Vidya tantra practiced in 
India, by virtue of membership you automatically have an inordinate amount of 
spiritual powers and wealth. 


I should however mention at this juncture that the Ancient Mystical Order of the 
Rose and the Cross as well as other Rosicrucian orders credit Christian 
Rosenkreuz, whose existence is heavily debated as their founder, and for a period 
of time established themselves as being a Christian mystical organization do have a 
deity of the lodge known as the Egregore, the Freemasons who are “children” of 
the Rosicrucians reverence God more than any mystical organization but the 33° 
Mason named Manly P Hall stated clearly that Lucifer is the God of Freemasonry 
and this was echoed by Albert Pike, the most decorated Mason in modern history, 
so what am I trying to say? To be honest, I don’t know, but I guess where I am 
driving at is that most Christian mystical organizations always have some sort of 
intermediary between themselves and God, and totally shut Jesus Christ out, 
baffling I must say because my thought process is, It is he who should be the focal 
point of the lodge since they always front him. I am a Rosicrucian, a Freemason 
and a member of the Reformed Ogboni Fraternity, and an ordained priest all at the 
age of 26, but I can not say for certain why this is so, but anyone can testify that I 
Proclaim Jesus Christ as my God. Period!

Just what is the ROF, forthwith I shall refer to the Reformed Ogboni 
Fraternity as the ROF, so please get with the program, a mystical organization? a 
magical organization? or just an occult sect? In the body of the cover page, I refer 
to them as “occultic” a word I coined in order to explain what really the ROF is, 
the ROF claim to be a Christian mystical organization, but no, not really, they 
refute vehemently to be called an occult sect, let me digress a bit, I am a member, 
yet I call them an occult sect, this elaborates on my point that the ROF is liberal, I 
can dare to call them an occult sect and I am fine, if a member of a different 
Ogboni group dared to write a book out them, they would be dead before 
publishing the book, the ROF has a motto which is “The Third Eye That Sees” 
what this means is that the moment you are initiated into ROF, just like the all- 
seeing eyes of Horus or Ra, you are being watched, not by the government or 
anything like that, but the all-seeing eye of the deity of the lodge is watching you, 
which redirects me back to the heading of this chapter, you see, The ROF can call 
themselves a Christian mystical organization all they want but in actuality they an 
occult sect, perhaps an honest mistake, but mysticism is an aspect of occultism. An 
example of occultism in ROF includes Necromancy, Teleportation, Astral 
Projection, Shape-Shifting to Animals, Mind-Control, and Invocation of spirits, to 
name a few, all of which members of ROF can exhibit, and with ease, I might add. 
So, whilst they claim not to be an occult sect, they really are. I would address 
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Necromancy as this scares people, when a member of ROF dies, members of ROF 
are the last to be with the corpse and therein there is a ritual, in which the dead are 
commanded to return to life, in this state they technically not alive, but they rise up 
from the dead all the same, in this state, they are in a zombie-like state, do not 
forget that the word “Zombie” originated originally from west-Africa, and it is 
great we are beginning to understand the reason, in this ritual, the deceased 
member of ROF can be clinically pronounced dead, for a day, week or a month, 
but as is customary, the ROF members are last to see the corpse, in the same 
manner, Freemasons are allowed a private moment with the corpse where they 
commit the soul of the deceased into the celestial lodge, the ROF members are not 
only allowed a private moment with the corpse, they are last to see the corpse, 
before the ROF member is buried, no matter how long he has been dead he is 
reason from the dead, but as aforementioned the now arisen corpse acts like a 
zombie, he is asked a series of questions by the most spiritually invigorated ROF 
member, for example, “How have you lived your life” “Where are materials xyz” 
“Do you have any regrets” he answers in the manner a zombie would, after which 
a meal is prepared in which the newly arisen corpse partakes in, the newly arisen 
corpse who technically is dead, partakes in this meal, after which the most 
spiritually powerful member of the ROF begins a very powerful incantation then 
commands the once dead corpse to return to death after which he/she dies as 
women are allowed to be members also, I am afraid there is nothing mystical about 
that, this is blatant sorcery! A major factor of occultism. 
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THE MOST POWERFUL CONFRATERNAL ORDER ON 
EARTH 


Even though ROF stands for Reformed Ogboni Fraternity, it is actually a 
confraternal order and not a fraternal order, both words are used interchangeably 
but do not mean the same thing, a confraternity connotes or has a religious 
undertone to it whereas a fraternity does not, and in bid not to convolute I shall 
give an example of a fraternity is Skulls and Bones, a confraternity Freemasonry, 
once a belief in a supernatural deity is invoked you are looking at a confraternity 
and its absence you can looking at a fraternity. 


In relation to spiritual potency, there are three countries on earth, India, Egypt, and 
Nigeria, and Nigeria is unappareled. In the USA, you have child prodigies who are 
born predisposed to science, In Nigeria, you have child prodigies born predisposed 
to occult science. 


In Egypt and India, when initiated into an Egyptian mystery school or initiated into 
oriental occultism respectively, asides from Tantra, you are made to undergo years 
and years of mentorship from your Master or Guru respectively, whereas when you 
join the ROF, financial success, inordinate spiritual powers of your choosing are 
granted to you instantaneously, it is no error that King George VI was a proud 
member of ROF, another beauty of ROF is at meetings, every member is asked 
what bothers them and it would be resolved instantaneously. 


In a ROF lodge, asides the Edan which is worshipped by those that want to bow it, 
you are not forced to worship, there are a plethora of invisible deities present as 
well such as; 


Aganjai - orisha that was a warrior king, walked with a sword as a staff, and is 
associated with fire. He is not associated with volcanoes in Yorubaéland in West 
Africa, contrary to what is believed in Cuban-style practice of orisa. 

QObaluayé - orisha of the Earth and strongly associated with infectious disease 
and healing 

Erinle - an elephant hunter and physician to the gods 

Esii - Esit is the orisha of crossroads, duality, beginnings and balance 

Ibeji - twin orisha of vitality and youth 

Logunede - a warrior and hunter 
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Qbatala - creator of human bodies; orisha of light, spiritual purity, and moral 
uprightness 

Oduduwa - progenitor orisha of the Yorubas 

Ogtin - orisha who presides over iron, fire, hunting, agriculture and war 

OK6 - a hunter and farmer 

Osanyin - orisha of the forest, herbs and medicine 

Ostmare - divine rainbow serpent associated with creation and procreation 
Osoosi - orisha of the hunt, forest, strategy and of the knowledge 

Sang6 - orisha of the thunders and lightnings 

Akogutn - a warrior and hunter, wear straw 

Ajé - orisha of wealth 

Ayao - orisha of air 

Yewa - orisha of the river Yewa. of the maternity and of the children 

Nana Bukut - orisha of the river and of the earth 

Qba - first wife of Sang6 and orisha of domesticity and marriage 

Otin - orisha of river, she is hunter and wife of Erinle 

Ol6kun - orisha of the seas 

Osun - orisha who presides over love, intimacy, beauty, wealth, diplomacy and 
of the Osun river 

Qya - orisha of the Niger River; associated with wind, lightning, fertility, fire, 
and magic 

Yemoja - a mother goddess; patron deity of women and of the Ogun river 
Yemowo - wife of Obatala and of the water 


In a ROF lodge or at the comfort of their home, a member of ROF has at least 20 
deities or spirits they can consult for help, isn’t it getting interesting that a 
Christian mystical organization encourages the invocation and some times the 
outright evocation of spirits, considering the fact the organization was formed by 
an Anglican priest who ought to know that such acts are seen as forbidden in the 
eyes of God, or, if King Solomon, the wisest man that ever walked this earth asides 
my lord Jesus Christ also followed this route, is there something the clerics, 
religious figures, wise men of old and even the Pope himself knows that we do 
not? Oh well! As a member of ROF, The spirits or deities summoned in your 
homes for consultation or in a lodge are Yoruba deities, as the Reformed Ogboni 
Fraternity is a Yoruba occult sect. 
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Nigerian deities are so powerful and revered so much so that on February 13, 2017 
the female singer Beyonce referenced, channeled, acknowledged, whatever word 
you use is apt, in-fact, honored the Nigerian goddess called Osun, one of the 
goddesses you have access to when you become a member of ROF

The ROF are a progressive thinking organization thus membership is open to 
all, the slightly worrisome part is the oath when you join the confraternal order, 
which is once you join, it is a life long contract and if you dare leave, they are not 
going to hold any animosity against you except that, it is a spiritual organization 
thus upon leaving everything you gained from being a member is magically taken 
from you, you lose your spiritual powers, you lose every financial stability you 
ever had and worst of all they make you with what is termed as the mark of hatred, 
that is they spiritually place and invisible mark on your forehead which makes 
people hate you for no reason, and lastly, remember I told you earlier that they 
worship Edan and also worship the earth? They can cast a spell on you and 
command the earth to fight you, which is the worst curse or spell they place on 
members who leave, what the curse or spell does is to ensure that whatever you do 
would never prosper, because the earth is fighting you spiritually. 


The ROF is in every continent on earth, and if one wanted to become a member, 
you only need to approach a lodge near you and petition for membership, unlike 
the other forms of backward thinking forms of Ogbonism where members are 
chosen. 


In the end there you have it, the pros include, opulence and spiritual powers 
whereas the downside is you can never leave. 
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KING GEORGE VI AND THE REFORMED 
OGBONI FRATERNITY 


King George VI was a prominent member of the ROF, remember the 
powerful stuttering King of England and the father of Queen Elizabeth? Yes, he 
was a member of the ROF, in the Wikipedia article on King George VI he is listed 
as a member and a powerful member. 


King George VI of the United Kingdom was initiated into the Reformed Ogboni 
Fraternity in 1948 (Anyebe, 1999). George VI (Albert Frederick Arthur George; 14 
December 1895 — 6 February 1952) was King of the United Kingdom and the 
Dominions of the British Commonwealth from 11 December 1936 until his death. He 
was the last Emperor of India (until 22 June 1948), the last King of Ireland (until 18 
April 1949), and the first Head of the Commonwealth. 


As the second son of King George V, he was not expected to inherit the throne and 
spent his early life in the shadow of his elder brother, Edward. He served in the Royal 
Navy during World War I, and after the war took on the usual round of public 
engagements. He married Lady Elizabeth Bowes-Lyon in 1923, and they had two 
daughters, Elizabeth (who succeeded him as Queen Elizabeth IT) and Margaret. 


George's elder brother ascended the throne as Edward VIII on the death of their father 
in 1936. However, less than a year later Edward revealed his desire to marry the 
American socialite Wallis Simpson. British Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin advised 
Edward that, for political and religious reasons, he would not be able to remain king if 
he married Simpson, who was twice divorced. Thus, Edward abdicated in order to 
marry, and George VI ascended the throne as the third monarch of the House of 
Windsor. 


Within 24 hours of his accession the Irish parliament, the Oireachtas, passed the 
External Relations Act, which essentially removed the power of the monarch in the 
Irish Free State. Further events greatly altered the position of the monarchy during his 
reign: three years after his accession, his realms, except the Irish Free State, were at war 
with Germany. In the next two years, war with Italy and the Empire of Japan followed. 
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Though the UK and its allies were ultimately victorious, the United States and the 
Soviet Union rose as pre-eminent world powers, and the British Empire declined. With 
the independence of India and Pakistan in 1947, and the foundation of the Republic of 
Ireland in 1949, George's reign saw the acceleration of the break-up of the Empire and 
its transition into the Commonwealth of Nations. 


George VI's reign saw the acceleration of the dissolution of the British Empire, which 
had begun with the Balfour Declaration at the 1926 Imperial Conference, when the 
British Dominions were acknowledged to have evolved into sovereign states over a 
period of years—a declaration which was formalized in the Statute of Westminster 
1931. The process of transformation from an empire to a voluntary association of 
independent states, known as the Commonwealth, gathered pace after World War II, 
especially in the ministry of Clement Attlee. British India became the two independent 
dominions of India and Pakistan in 1947. George relinquished the title of Emperor of 
India, and became King of India and King of Pakistan instead. He remained King of 
Pakistan until his death, but in 1950 George ceased to be King of India when that 
country became a republic within the Commonwealth of Nations, recognizing George's 
new title as Head of the Commonwealth. Other countries, such as Transjordan in 1946, 
Burma in January 1948, Palestine (although divided between Israel and the Arab states) 
in May 1948 and Ireland in 1949, opted out of the Commonwealth. 


In 1947, the King and his family toured Southern Africa. The Prime Minister of the 
Union of South Africa, Jan Smuts, was facing an election and hoped to make political 
capital out of the visit. George was appalled, however, when instructed by the South 
African government to only shake hands with whites,[57] and referred to his South 
African bodyguards as "the Gestapo". Despite the tour, Smuts lost the election the 
following year, and the new government instituted a strict policy of racial segregation.

George held a number of titles throughout his life, as successively great-grandson, 
grandson and son of the monarch. As sovereign, he was referred to most often as 
simply The King or His Majesty; if a distinction was necessary, this was modified to 
His Britannic Majesty, His Imperial Majesty, His Canadian Majesty, etc. When in 
conversation with the King, the practice was to address him initially as Your Majesty 
and thereafter as Sir. In his position as sovereign, George automatically held the 
position of Commander-in-Chief in realms, such as Canada and the United Kingdom. 
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
